the 675 American civilians In 
Peiping took refuge in the United 
.States emba.s.sy compound tonight 
at the close of the flr.st day of 
major Chine.se-.lapanpse hostilities 
In this area. 

The 500 Unitefi States marines 
of the pmba.s.sy guard hurriedly 
.set up &n emergency encampment 
for the civilian refugees. 

Julius Flisxar of Easton, Pa., a 
member of the marine guard, was 
wounded slightly when fired upon 
by Chine.se soldiers, who appar¬ 
ently mistook him for a Japanese^ 
The United States embassy .said it 
did not consider the incident seri¬ 
ous. r.

The house labor committee 
drastically revised the administration’s wage-hour bill today 
to give the proposed labor standards board power to estab¬ 
lish minimum wages as high as 70 cents an hour and a 
maximum work week as short as 35 hours. The house com- 

.mittee acted while the senate de¬ 
bated the administration measure 
to permit such a board to fix 
wages no higher than 40 cents an 
hour and hours no lower than 40 
a week. 

The house changes were made, 
committee members said, after 
Chairman Norton (D., N. J.) voted 
to break a tie. The changes were 
prepared by Representative Wood 
(D., Mo.). 

Acro.s3 the Capitol Senator 'Van- 
derberg (R., Mich.), said the bill 
under consideration there might 
place industry In a "strait-jacket." 

He called for "a period of ad¬ 
justment" to the Wagner labor 
relalions law before placing the 
nation under a "new code.”

He was 75 
years of age. 

Dr. Dobson was at the hospital 
under observation following the 
recurrence of an ailment for which 
he had been operated on a short 
time previously. He had been 
working in his office on Monday. 

Well-known In local lodge af¬ 
fairs, Dr. Dobson served as exalted 
ruler of the Santa Ana Elks from 
1910 to 1911. He was initiated 
into the lodge May 28, 1907, and 
was especially active during the 
time that the new building was 
opened.

IJP)~A navy 
department tabulation of the 
world’s comparative sea - power 
disclosed today Great Britain was 
far ahead of other nations. 

The British navy now consists 
3f 285 warshlp.s of 1,216,398 toms, 
the figure showed. It has under 
construction 96 more ships of 541,- 
000 tons. 

The United States navy is sec¬ 
ond. It has 325 ships of 1,083,3.30 
tons (including 212 wartime ves¬ 
sels of 214,100 tons considered 
over age). Eighty-seven ships of 
335,565 tons are under con.struc- 
tion. 

GER.MANY THIRD 

Germany ranks third in ships 
being built and virtuall.y will dou¬ 
ble its pre.sent navy .soon. 

After Great Britain and the 
United States, the other .sea pow¬ 
ers rank: 

■Japan, 200 ships of 745,604 tons,

"A traffic safety aid that can 
be of considerable value In acci¬ 
dent prevention, yet is not used as 
generaliy as it should be, is the 
easily made arm signal," observes 
Louis A. Schlesinger, of the sales 
department of the L. D. Coffing 
company. Orange county dealers 
for Dodge and Plymouth. 

Failure of the arm signal, he 
says, to find more nearly universal 
adoption is partly due to the cir¬ 
cumstance that the customary 
signs have different meanings in 
different localities and are there¬ 
fore not easily remembered, espe¬ 
cially by motorists whose travel¬ 
ing takes them across state lines.” 

"A practical and at the same 
time easily remembered scheme is 
the following: The arm extended 
straight out indicates "Stop.” We 
will not forget this as long as we 
know that both words. Straight 
and Stop begin with the letter 
"S.” To signal a right turn, we 
rai.se the arm. Get it--Ralse be¬ 
ginning with “R,” means Right. 
Similarly, when we want to signal 
a left turn, we lower the arm, 
pointing toward the ground. Low¬ 
ered beginning with “L,” meaning 
Left. 

"Once the significance of the 
three arm motions is explained, it 
is promptly understood; and once 
it is understood, it is hardiy ever 
forgotten. If a simple, logical .sig¬ 
nal code like this could be adopted 
univer.sally—just as all our rail¬ 
roads agree on a common signal 
system—it would help in cutting 
down our mishap stati-stics, I am 
sure,”

Orders received from San Fran¬ 
cisco headquarters of the WPA by 
Dan Mulherron, head of the divi¬ 
sion of operations in this county, 
were put into effect with the re- 
•sult that about 1,50 aliens will be 
separated from projects. The 
Journal learned. 

Mulherron .said he expects to 
have the aliens off the WPA rolls 
by Friday of this week. 

Because mont of the Mexicans 
ordinarily on WPA rolls now are 
working in private agricultural 
fields, the number affected by the 
drastic new order is not as large 
as it would have been. It was 
estimated that ultimately the 
order will affect from .500 to 600 
aliens who have had WPA work 
here in the past. 

A bulletin received from Mul¬ 
herron said: “The WPA shall not 
knowingly permit the employ¬ 
ment on projects of aliens Illegally 
within the limits of the United 
States, or aliens who have not 
filed declaration of intention to 
become United States citizens.” 

In the meantime, it was uncer¬ 
tain what the fate of aliens de¬ 
pendent upon SRA relief will be. 
A new policy .set up by the State 
Relief administration makes it 
possible for the SRA to refuse aid 
to aliens, unless such action would 
work an undue hard.shlp. The 
aliens are to be offered transpor¬ 
tation back to their native land. 
It they refuse, SRA aid may be 
denied them.

Warm weather always opens the 
season for informal entertaining. 
Women may drop in for a chat or 
a hand of bridge, friends may ar¬ 
rive unexpectedly for luncheon or 
supper, or your husband may leave 
his office early to have a round 
of golf with hia cronies before 
dinner. 

To make serving easier you can 
either serve buffet style or arrange 
the plates in the kitchen for the 
main course. Start the meal with 
a fruit cup, a tart sherbet or jellied 
bouillon if your main course is hot. 
If the menu consi.sts mostly of 
cold foods, then serve a hot soup 
to start with, or finish the meal 
with a hot dessert and coffee. Hot 
cherry pie or a fruit roll just out 
of the oven will make the plainest 
cold meal a sumptuous repast. 

Here are recipes for some simple 
hot weather foods: 

JELLIED BOUILLON 

Heat 1 cup water to the boiling 
point, and pour it over the con¬ 
tents of 1 package prepared aspic 
gelatin. Add I’ l cups tomato juice 
and set In the refrigerator to chill. 
Rub the bouilTon cups in which the 
aspic is to be served with s 
crushed clove of garlic. Just be¬ 
fore serving stir the jellied bouillon 
with a fork just enough to break 
it up. This makes a good starter 
for any meal. 

DELIVERED EGG.S IN ASPIC 

Cut 6 hard-cooked eggs in halve? 
and remove the yolks. Mash and 
blend with 4 tablespons mayon¬ 
naise, salt, pepper and paprika tr 
season. Add teaspoon dry mus¬ 
tard anrl about a teaspoon sharp 
vinegar. Refill the egg whites and 
arrange 2 halves in each individual 
mold.
